Let’s take a fresh look at the President Kennedy- 
Agricultural Secretary Freeman long-range farm 
bill—so widely reported as a “blank check” for 
farmers. Or as worse, a “stiff controls’’ bill to grind 
farmers down. 

Primarily, for cattlemen, the first question is— 
how would it affect the livestock producing indus- 
try? The answer is it will hardly affect the live- 
stock producer at all unless he wants it to. 

The reason is this: there isn’t a blank check in 
the entire 70 pages (as typewritten) for any farmer, 
livestockman, or anybody else. The stiff controls 
advertised, where they are possible, are only poten- 
tial if farmers or ranchmen want them. 

For cattlemen, the bill is broad enough to include 
the establishment of production and marketing con- 
trols over livestock, hogs, poultry or any other farm 
production not now subject to such restriction. 

But this is because the bill is broad enough to 
cover all farm products. The proposal is not a com- 
modities measure. Livestock is not mentioned. Except 
for a brief mention of wool, wheat and corn, no com-

modities are specifically mentioned in connection with 
a specific kind of program for them. 

Before such controls could possibly be applied to 
livestock, producer committees would have to work 
up a program with the USDA.. Congress would have 
to be notified in advance. Even if Congress approved, 
cattle producers would have to approve by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Further hurdles in the way of such controls over 
cattle producing would be the difficulty in regionaliz- 
ing such marketing orders. On a national basis, a 
marketing order for cattle would be considered im- 
possible. This means marketing orders could only be 
workable in a given narrow area geographically. 
There would have to be exceptions for producers who 
did not want to be included. 


The “blank check” notion is based on the provi- 
sion of the bill authorizing farmer advisory commit- 
tees who would work out programs designed to in- 
sure a return on farm costs and investment equiva- 
lent to that of non-farm investors. Committees would 
be set up like this: 

(1) Each committee to represent a single com- 
modity or group of commodities. (2) Members to be 
appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture from 
among nominees selected by county ASC committees 
and nominees of farm organizations. (3) Nominees 
would also be selected by geographical location to as-

(4) Only bona fide farmers 
producing 60 per cent of gross income from farming 
would be eligible. (5) The number of members and 
length of term would be discretionary with the Sec- 
retary. 

Congress would continue to have full power over 
the kinds of plans adopted. Farmer committees and 
the Secretary of Agriculture therefore would not 
have authority to write out free meal tickets for 
farmers, leaving Congress little else to do but sign 
the check. Farmers would only produce suggested 
programs. Congress could hold hearings, approve, 
amend or reject. 

The chief idea behind the farmer committee sys- 
tem is that it would enable USDA and Congress 
to have a better idea of what producers really need. 
At the same time, fringe interests or other groups 
purporting to know what farmer; want would have 
a check on them when they presented their claims 
before Congress. 


“Don’t protest too much,” is the private advice | 


to some cattle spokesmen who have been announcing 
at intervals that cattlemen do not want price support. 
Our advisers are suggesting that this protest made 
too frequently might sound suspicious considering 
there have been no offers of price support.

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Research Shows There Is a High Correlation Between Size 
of Bone and Amount of Red Meat in Cattle and That 
Other Comparisons Also Are Available to the 
Man Looking for Animals With High 
Percentages of High Priced Cuts

VERY beef producer is fully aware 
EK of the need for finding ways and 

means of cutting production costs. 
Rising costs of many ranch items and 
vanishing margins have shown that a 
practical means must be found for pro- 
ducing beef at current conditions, if the 
industry is to remain solvent. 

The past 10 to 20 years have seen 
some new concepts in beef cattle pro- 
duction and selection. Whenever we at- 
tempt to make any predictions on the 
impact of these new concepts, we must 


consider: (1) reasons, and (2) results. 


One of the most important of the new 
concepts has been gain performance in 
beef cattle. The Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station in Texas has made a major 
contribution in this field. At first, beef 
cattle people may have been slow in 
accepting and using objective measures 
for cattle production, but dairy, hog, 
poultry and horse people have led the 
way. The attitude of producers has 
changed as they themselves have tested 
and proven the results on their own 
ranches. 

Since its beginning in 1948, the Mc- 
Gregor, Texas Station has gain per- 
formance tested more than 3850 head of 
bulls, heifers and steers. In this num- 
ber is the progeny of nearly 550 sires. 
All this time was spent in testing a 
large number of cattle to show that 
gaining ability can be measured; that it 
is highly heritable, being passed on to 
the offspring, but not perfectly; and 
that large differences exist between 
individuals. 

Anothe of the newer concepts has 
been the proof that of the many live

animal characteristics, “conformation” 
and “quality” are not related to ability 
to gain. 

We, as cattle producers, must realize 
that two or perhaps more traits are in- 
volved. One of the traits is the ability 
to gain that cannot be identified by 
visual observation. The other trait is 
visual evaluation of an animal involving 
an estimate of the desirability of the 
meat and the percentage of the live 
weight that can be sold at retail. If and 
when we accept this statement, it be- 
comes necessary that visual evaluation 
of a beef animal is desirable for mar- 
keting. The American beef cattle mar- 
keting system is based on live appraisal 
to determine its worth. Not many peo- 
ple are interested in changing our en- 
tire marketing system. 

Objective measures of carcasses are 
the most accurate, but are too slow for 
most commercial producers. It leaves 
them in poor bargaining positions if the 
animal is slaughtered and causes them 
to assume too much risk. This may not 
be correct, but at least these are the 
usual reasons given for not wanting to 
sell on carcass grade and yield or other 
similar methods. 


Fatness and Conformation 


One of the challenges of research peo- 
ple has been to find, if possible, visual 
means to evaluate live animals for “red 
meat” characteristics. The Texas A&M 
College Animal Husbandry staff has ac- 
cepted that challenge. It has found that 
the percentage of the animal which can 
be sold as retail cuts depends on fat- 
ness and conformation. First, fatness is 
very important in quality grades which 
depends heavily on marbling. In general, 
it can be expected to increase with age 
of animal and long feeding. 
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“Excess fat is a dirty word,” said one 
market man. “It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference if it’s on the housewife or on the 
meat she buys.” We are looking for beef 
animals with the correct amount of fat 
for high grades, but not an ounce more 
than is necessary to please the house- 
wife. 

Butler at Texas A&M made the state- 
ment that we feed for fat, but breed 
for lean or red meat. When we consider 
this statement, we realize the need for 
red meat breeding. Fat is the cause of 
the variation in cut yields because of 
its being deposited unevenly. Muscles 
and bones tend to develop proportion- 
ally in a beef animal. ie

that adjusted ribeye area had a herit- 
ability per cent of 73. This one measure- 
ment is a good indication of meatiness 
or muscling in the important cuts. It 
can be measured by slaughtering prog- 
eny or the animal itself, and by ultra- 
sonic methods more accurately than by 
visual appraisal. It can be improved by 
breeding due to the high heritability 
factors. 

This makes it very important that we 
learn to recognize meat characteristics 
in live cattle. The 1960 Texas State 
Fair Junior Market Steer Show was 
one step in teaching a new concept to 
young cattle feeders. 


Look For Muscle First 


In looking for these meat animals, 
we can always begin by looking for 
muscle. If you can’t see any, maybe the 
animal doesn’t have the superior mus- 
cling needed. Look at the round, shoulder 
and back for muscles that remind you 
of a boxer or draft horse. 

How long or how short is the body or 
leg does not affect the yield of pre- 
ferred retail cuts. It takes muscle to 
make the difference. 

Bone size is important in that it is 
correlated with red meat or muscles. 

The neck should be medium in length 
with a strong back. The rump should 
be long and the round should be deep 
and wide at the stifle. Look for length 
from hock to hook and from pin to 
stifle. It takes a round that bulges to 
the outside at the base with lots of 
plumpness when viewed from the rear. 

A “quonset roof” shape to the back 
with greatest width just a few inches 
below the top is desirable. 

Extreme depth of body is not neces- 
sary. The animal should stand wide with 
both front and hind legs, and do the 
same when he travels. 

Don’t overlook signs of excess fat in 
pendulous briskets, soft fat in fore flank 
and shoulder, deep rear flanks, ex- 
tremely full cod and twist. It is usually 
easier to see these excesses at a walk. 

Certainly there is more to successful 
cattle production than these two con- 
cepts, but regardless of the future 
changes that occur, the producer who 
uses sound judgment combined with re- 
search-tested principles, will generally 
be ahead.

WITH BEEF-BUILDING BRAHMANS

HE road to financial success is 

still wide open in the beef-build- 

ing world. All you need are those 
“bulls with gold in their genes”—after 
all it is what is in the genes that really 
counts. 

Rumors report that the goose laid the 
golden egg because she had the “Proper 
Gander!” Perhaps we need to be think- 
ing more in terms of the proper bull, 
for the real clue to increasing cattle 
profits is through the use of a genetic- 
ally superior breeding stock. 

There are two ways to increase cattle 
profits. First, increase the value of beef 
in the mind of the public by producing 
a better product; make it good enough 
that consumers are willing to pay a 
premium price. Second, cut production 
costs. Remember, your net returns are 
the difference between the market value 
of your product and your production 
costs. To produce a better product at 
less cost requires cattle with bred-in 
money-making ability. Herein lies the 
challenge to breeders of American beef- 
type Brahmans. 

Beef Production Big Business 

In these days of tight agricultural 
price-cost squeezes, we know that costs 
go up faster than income. Perhaps we 
should take a cue from the business 
world, where industrial firms operate 
under the watchful eyes of efficiency 
experts with their job analyses and 
time-and-motion surveys. After all, beef 
production is Big Business—in the 
South, alone, cattle sales bring in an 
estimated 900 million dollars yearly. 
With greater production efficiency, what 
could this figure be? 

Any cuts in production costs must 
come from cattle producers and feeders. 
Thus far, feeders have taken the lead 
through automation, with almost a fan- 
tastic combination of motors, grinders, 
conveyors, and blowers for “mechanical 
choring,” coupled with the use of anti- 
biotics and hormones, improved nutri- 
tion, and better management. However, 
the cattle producer can do just as much 
or perhaps more. With what some folks 
call genetic engineering, he can improve 
his beef cattle to produce the kind of 


beef that consumers want while cutting 
costs for himself and the feeder. 

We don’t have to look very far to see 
what man can do through the intelligent 
use of genetic principles. There are the 
well-known cases <f the development of 
hybrid corn and of rust-resistant wheat. 
And, who can deny the importance of 
the development of the broad-breasted 
turkey or the rising importance of the 
meat-type hog? Genetically, cattle are 
just as plastic, with a large reservoir of 
genetic variability, and can be molded 
through selection and mating systems 
into almost any final form desired. 

Cattlemen have been selecting breed- 
ing stock on the basis of visual inspec- 
tion for several hundred years. This 
selection, aimed largely at conforma- 
tion and uniformity toward an _ ideal 
type, played a basic role in developing 
our present types and breeds of cattle. 
By such selection, for example, our pres- 
ent day, large-size, beef-type American 
Brahman was developed by a few pioneer 
breeders. Compared to early imports, 
current Brahmans are deeper and 
thicker, the hump is less prominent, 
backs are straighter, rumps are more 
nearly level, and the rounds are thicker 
and deeper.

formation. Unfortunately, much less 
progress has been made with rate of 
gain, economy of gain, milk production, 
carcass merit, and reproductive effi- 
ciency. Genetic variation of these traits 
in beef cattle indicates that good con-

as rapid and economical gaining ability 
do not always go together. Research 
evidence indicates, however, that such 
factors as growth rate, feed efficiency, 
mothering ability, and certain carcass 
traits are heritable and can be changed 
by selection. 


Performance Testing Essential 


Furthermore, it is possible to combine 
these traits with top conformation in 
the same animal. This should be the goal 
of every cattleman—purebred and com- 
mercial—and will require supplement- 
ing visual selection for conformation 
with a sound performance testing pro- 
gram, which is designed to find the 
genetically superior animals within the 
herd. 

Basically, performance testing is the 
evaluation of inherited differences in 
ability to reproduce regularly and effi 
ciently, to grow rapidly, to mature early, 
to use feed efficiently, and to develop 
the desired type of carcass. It is not a 
complicated process. Performance test- 
ing is done by keeping individual life 
record-of-production for cows and get- 
of-sire records for bulls, coupled with 
measuring the performance of each calf 
produced for gain before and after wean- 
ing, feed required per pound of gain 
(where feasible), and grade (or type 
desirability). Such performance records 
should be kept reasonably simple so as 
to be readily usable in selecting animals 
to be saved as herd replacements. 

There’s no doubt about it, it will pay 
follow a performance testing

HAT IS IT? This is a new meth- 

W od for screening market cattle 

for brucellosis on the way to or 
at the packing plant. This program is 
designed primarily for cattlemen in 
range and semi-range areas, but may 
be used to some extent in non-range 
areas. 

How Does It Work?—The 
consists of six basic steps: 

1. Cattle being sold for beef are iden- 
tified with a special back tag at the 
ranch or at assembly points on the way 
to market. 

2. Blood samples are collected from 
tagged animals at the packing plant or 
ether designated points. 

3. Blood samples are then forwarded 
to a state-federal cooperative laboratory 
where brucellosis tests are conducted. 

4. Test results are forwarded to dis- 
ease control oficials in the state where 
cattle originated. 


program 


5. Negative animals are credited to 
herds and areas of origin. When blood 
tests indicate infection is present, state 
and federal animal disease officials and 
veterinarians work directly with the own- 
er until the disease is eradicated. 

6. If you are in an area where winter 
feeding is practiced, at least 80 per cent 
of all eligible heifer calves retained in 
your herd each year must be vaccinated. 

Who May Take Part?—Any cattle- 
man in a county or other designated area 
where the market cattle testing pro- 
gram is in operation. Information on the 
program may be obtained from your 
state or federal veterinarian or from 
your county agent. 

Can Counties Be Recertified as Modi- 
fied-Certified Areas on the Basis of 
Testing Market Cattle?—-Yes. Counties 
may be recertified under this plan if 
herd owners test at least five per cent 
of all breeding cattle in the county each 
year, or a total of 15 per cent for each 
three-year period.

How Long Does this Period 
certification Last?—Areas are 
fied for three years. 
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What Cattle Are Tested Under this 
Plan?—Only female cattle three years 
of age or older are back-tagged and 
tested. The results of these tests are 
credited to your herd and your area. 

Why Aren’t Younger Cattle Tested ?— 
Because older animals in the herd are 
most likely to be affected with brucel- 
losis. 

What Is the Purpose of Identification 
Tags ?—These tags, made of tough plas- 
tic material are imprinted with a com- 
bination of numbers and letters that 
identify the state, county, and herd of 
origin of animals shipped to market. 

Where Can I Get These Tags ?—yYou 
can get tags, and tubes of cement for 
applying them to animals, from your 
state or federal veterinarian, or in some 
states from your brand inspector or 
county agent. In some states, tags and 
tubes of cement are being supplied in 
kits, along with instructions on how they 
are to be used. Your local county agent 
car te!l vou where to obtain tags. 

How and Where Are the Tags Applied 
to Anima!s’?—One tag is cemented on 
each animal. Place it on either side, just 
back of the shoulder, and four inches 
below the back-line. 

How Do I Report on the Tags I Use?— 
Reporting systems will vary from one 
state to another. Check with state or 
federal officials, or your county agent, 
for details on how to report the tags 
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you use. In all cases, report your use of 
tags immediately to make sure you re- 
ceive proper credit for the animals you 
have tagged and shipped. 

Can I Ship Tagged Animals to Any 
Market I Choose?—yYes. All federally 
inspected slaughter houses—and many 
not under federal inspection—are co- 
operating in the market cattle testing 
program. 

Must I Take Part in this Program ?— 
No. The program is completely volun- 
tary. 

Will All Animals I Tag and Ship to 
Market Be Blood Tested?—All tagged 
animals shipped to markets that are co- 
operating under the program will be 
tested and the results credited to your 
herd. However, reactors found more than 
14 days after they leave your ranch will 
not be charged to your herd. When the 
owner requests that blood samples be 
taken at the ranch, animals should not 
be tagged. Where blood samples are 
gathered at auction markets, or at other 
assembly points, all tagged animals over 
three years of age will be tested. 

Who Collects the Blood Samples from 
Cattle I Tag and Ship to Market ?—This 
step will vary from one state to another. 
Blood samples will be taken by federal 
meat inspection personnel where ani- 
mals are sent to federally inspected 
slaughter houses. In other participating 
plants, trained personnel will obtain the 
samples. In some states, blood samples 
may be taken by veterinarians at the 
ranch at the owner’s request, or at other 
assembly points on the way to slaughter. 

Who Makes the Actual Blood Test ?— 
Actual testing will be done by qualified 
technicians at cooperative state-federal 
laboratories. 

What Percentage of Herds in Range 
and Semi-Range Areas Are Likely to 
Require Further On-the-Ranch Blood 
Testing ?—Field studies indicate that in 
beef-producing areas, on-the-ranch blood 
testing may be required in only about 
three herds in 100. In other words, about 
97 per cent of all herd owners in range 
and semi-range areas who backtag their 
cattle will not need to blood test their 
herds. 

If a Reactor Is Found Among the Ani- 
mals Tested, How Will It Be Traced ?— 
Numbers on the tags you use will be 
recorded for your herd. Since similar 
numbers will not be issued to any other 
owner, animals bearing a particular num- 
ber can be traced to the state, county, 
and herd where they came from. 


What Happens If Reactors Are Found 
Among the Cows I Ship to Market?— 
State and federal veterinarians will dis- 
cuss with you the information they have 
obtained relative to the possibility of 
finding further infection in your herd 
and review possible plans of action. 

If Reactors Are Found Among the 
Cattle I Ship to Market, Must I Blood 
Test My Entire Herd?—This will de- 
pend upon a number of factors: length 
of time that has elapsed from the time 
animals leave your ranch until they are 
tested at slaughter, number of reactors

The Beefmaster Breed Was Founded on Principles Directly 
Related to Making More Net Profit as Commercial 
Cattle. This Goal Remains the Primary Guide- 
post of Present Purebred Beefmaster Breeders

NE of America’s unique breeds 
of cattle is the Beefmaster. 
It is distinguished by its long 


history of superior performance and the 
breeding philosophy behind it. Originated 
by the breed’s developer, Tom Lasater, 
who presently ranches near Matheson, 
Colo., the breeding philosophy lives on 
in Beefmaster herds across the nation. 

Many of the cardinal! principles in this 
philosophy pertain to management. Take 
disposition, for example — Beefmaster 
breeders contend that the disposition of 
cattle can be fashioned to a great ex- 
tent by the way they are handled—that 
is, treat them rough and you likely will 
have wild cattle; treat them gently and 
you will have docile cattle. 

They believe the gentle way is the 
right way, and the dollar and cent fig- 
ures from any cattle feeder gives added 
weight to the wisdom of their conten- 
tions. They breed for good disposition 
but it goes further than that. As one 
cattleman puts it: “To gentle any cat- 
tle, gentle the man first.” 

Visit almost any Beefmaster breeder 
and he will have a siren on his pickup

or automobile. Chances are, he will also 
have a bucket or sack in the back with 
a little cottonseed cake in it. 

A couple of blasts from the siren and 
the cattle come on the run. They know 
they will be rewarded. But a handfull 
or two of cake for the whole bunch 
suffices. 

This might be called pampering by 
some, but if so, it is the only instance 
where the term can be applied to Beef- 
masters because down through the years 
these cattle have been bred “to make it 
on their own.” 

As a breed they perhaps are the most 
rigidly culled cattle in history. As a 
result, the Beefmaster has gained the 
reputation of never having any eye 
trouble, of doing an excellent job of rais- 
ing its own calf, of having notable re- 
sistance to disease and insect pests, and 
of being productive cattle throughout 
long lives. 

Most of today’s breeders will tell you 
that they started thinking of Beefmas- 
ters in terms of a commercial cattle 
operation. For instance, take Walker 
White who ranches near Mason, Texas. 
“I went down to visit Tom Lasater, then 
living in Falfurrias, Texas, when a San 
Antonio packer told me he had the best 
shipping cattle on the yards,” White ex- 
plained recently during a visit on his 
ranch. “I have been raising Beefmasters 
since 1947, and I have never had reason 
to dispute his words.” 

White pointed to a typey young Beef 
master bull calf, and said, “That is the 
12th calf out of one of my first heifers. 
She has calved every year, beginning as 
a two-year-old, and the average weight 
of her total production is more than 650 
pounds per calf at weaning.” 

There is no guesswork about his 
operation. He has a complete set of 
weight records on his entire herd, and 
designed his own record form before he 
had the opportunity to use the perform- 
ance testing record sheets which were 
perfected by Texas A&M College. 

White looks on his weight records as 


Size and quality go hand-in-hand with the Beefmasters’ ability to “make their own way.’ 
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a valuable aid in his breeding program, 
but his thinking doesn’t stop there. His 
aim is to produce the kind of cattle that 
will top the market both from the 
standpoint of weight and quality. 

This is the way he explained it. “If I 
sit down to eat a steak, and I like its 
looks and its taste, why shouldn’t I go 
back and try to find the kind of steer it 
came from? It seems to me that this 
might be a better approach than trying 
to tell what kind of steak I will get by 
looking at the live animal.” 

He emphasized the difficulty in visu- 
ally appraising an animal’s actual value 
with this comment: “Sometime back I 
attended a livestock show, and the judge 
was having a particularly hard time in 
making his top placings in one class 
because the animals were so equal in 
»oks. When the final judging was over, 
I checked the results of the uniform 
feeding test in which all of the steers 
had participated. The first place steer 
had a daily weight gain of 2.95 pounds; 
the second steer, 1.32 pounds; and the 
third place steer, 2.89 pounds. Obviously 
the ranchman would much prefer the 
kind of cattle which would raise calves 
like those that placed first and third, 
and his profit from the third place calf 
would be much greater than that from 
the second place winner.” 

For the most part Beefmaster breed- 
ers concentrate only on those factors 
which directly affect the amount and 
quality of meat produced from an ani- 
mal. Here is the way Dan Gibson, 
Snyder, Texas, described it. “I do not 
care whether an animal has short legs 
or long, or whether they are crooked 
or straight, just so they remain service- 
able throughout a long life.”

Gibson has departed from most other 
breeders in one respect, however. He is 
breeding for a blond color. The average 
Beefmaster breeder pays little attention 
to this point, which accounts for the 
wide variation in the color of the breed

today. Gibson also is breeding a polled 
strain of Beefmasters, but recognizes 
these two points will slow his progress 
somewhat. 

“IT am culling on both performance 
and looks, which complicates my breed- 
ing program,” he said, “However, I 
have been fortunate in that I have one 
bull, Mr. Poppa, which is doing an ex. 
ceptionally good job in getting calves 
which are both blond and polled while 
retaining all the other desirable char- 
acteristics. | am concentrating the blood 
of Mr. Poppa in my herd by following 
an inbreeding program, and so far have 
had excellent results.” 

Another factor which Gibson is deeply 
interested in is the feed efficiency of 
his cattle—the amount of feed it takes 
to put on a pound of gain—and he is 
now in the process of putting his cattle 
on an official test to determine his 
exact progress. His unofficial tests show 
spectacular results. 

Gibson believes increased feed effi- 
ciency offers one of the best solutions 
for a continued prosperous cattle busi- 
ness. “The cattle industry has to find 
ways to cut its costs. Competition from 


other meats prohibit any sizable in- 
creases in the price of beef,” he said. 
“Our only alternative is to produce it 
cheaper. The reason I bought Beefmas- 
ters in the first place was when I saw 
Tom Lasater’s cattle getting along pretty 
good at a time when the deer on his 
place were starving under the same con- 
ditions.” 

The Beefmaster originated as a three 
way cross between Brahman, Hereford 
and Shorthorn, and it is estimated today 


that the blood percentage is a little less , 


than 50 per cent Brahman with the re- 
mained about equally divided between 
the two British breeds. 

However, Beefmaster breeders share 
the view that each generation of cattle 
must stand on its own performance, and 
for this reason few of the breeders are 
interested in exact pedigrees. Each calf 
must measure up to the breeder’s high 
standards, or as Lasater calls them, the 
six essentials—disposition, fertility, 
weight, conformation, hardiness, and 
milk production. 

This is where the strict culling comes

and packers—is talking about the 

big silver cattle from France. 
There’s something about Charolais cat- 
tle that immediately captures your eye 
and attention. 

Charolais are big, but not just Hol- 
stein big, for they carry a lot of weight 
where it really counts, in the round and 
loin. Bulls weigh 2500 pounds in work- 
ing clothes, and cows easily reach 1500 
to 1600 pounds. 

Another striking feature you will find 
about the Charolais is that no matter 
what you cross a Charolais on, he will 
nearly always produce a light-colored 
calf. The Charolais-Angus or Charolais- 
Brangus are silver with dark muzzle, 
ears and eyes, while the Charolais-Here- 
fords and Charolais-Brahmans are usu- 
ally a rich cream color, with Charolais- 
Herefords having a ghost-white face. 
Reports of tremendous growth rate, feed- 
lot gains, and good eating qualities of 
the Charolais have been reported by sev- 
eral breeders. On the other hand, some 
breeders using Charolais bulls have re- 
ported that Charolais and Charolais 
crosses sell weaker at market time than 
do some of the other beef breeds and 
their crosses. 

Most of the Charolais bulls now in 
use in the United States have either 
been imported or are the result of grad- 
ing up toward highgrade Charolais by 
the use of purebred Charolais bulls. The 
price for highgrade Charolais cows of 
breeding age has been extremely high. 
It is the above impressions that make 
the issue of Charolais cattle confusing. 
Charolais breeders are somewhat biased 
in favor of their breed. So, stories told 
are most often favorable and in many 
instances are not based on fact alone. 
As with any breed, these stories are 
sometimes based on wishful thinking. 
In the final analysis, facts are arrived 


E VERYONE—producers, researchers 


at by experimentation, where both fa- 
vorable and unfavorable findings may 
be revealed. 

To obtain facts about several breeds 
of cattle in crossbreeding under Gulf 
Coast conditions, the Louisiana State 
University Experiment Station began an 
extensive study involving six breeds of 
cattle in 1952. This study has already 
revealed a number of facts about the 
use of Charolais in crossbreeding. Bulls 
of six breeds were used on identical 
herds, which were made up of cows of 
four breeds. A bull of the Angus, Brah- 
man, Brangus, Charolais, Hereford and 
Shorthorn breeds was mated each year 
to a herd of 32 cows containing 8 Angus, 
8 Brahman, 8 Brangus and 8 Herefords. 
Charolais (high grade or purebred) cows 
were not obtainable at the time, and 
Shorthorn cows were excluded because 
of their high cost. 

The results of five years’ work are 
presented and cover the Charolais-Angus, 
Charolais-Brahman, Charolais-Brangus 
and Charolais-Hereford crosses. At pres- 
ent, the use of “half-blood” Charolais fe- 
males as dams is being tested. 

Growth Rate 

As a rancher, you are concerned with 

marketing as much beef from your acres

as possible. The more weight you mar- 
ket without any increase in cost, the 
more profit you have in your pocket. 
Let’s consider how the Charolais meas 
ure up in this respect. In weaning weight, 
at 180 days of age, our calves from 
Charolais bulls (out of all four breeds 
of cows) averaged about the same as 
calves from Hereford bulls. But, calves 
from these two breeds were definitely 
heavier in weaning weight than the 
calves from the other four breeds of 
bulls under the conditions of L.S.U.’s 
study. The average 180-day weight of 
the Charolais-sired calves was 448 
pounds. In fact, the Charolais-Brahman 
and Charolais-Brangus calves could have 
been marketed “off the teat” at weights 
heavier than calves of any of the other 
breeds and crosses included in the study. 
The Charolais-Angus calves ranked third 
among the Charolais-sired calves and 
sixth out of the 24 kinds of calves pro- 
duced in the study. However, even though 
the above Charolais-bred calves aver- 
aged higher, there was essentially no 
difference in weaning weight among 
the Charolais-Brahman, Charolais-Bran- 
gus, Hereford-Brangus and Shorthorn- 
Brangus calves. The Charolais-Hereford 
calves ranked fourth among the Charo- 
lais-sired calves and weaned at essen- 
tially the same weight as the Charolais- 
Angus calves but definitely below the 
other two Charolais-bred groups. 
Averaged 1.79 Pounds Per Day 
You may have heard that since the 
Charolais-cross calves gain well up to 
weaning, they slow down when put on 
feed. The calves in the Louisiana ex- 
periment are put on a 168-day feed test, 
including good oats and rye grass pas- 
ture and approximately 7.5 pounds of 
grain supplement (six parts corn, one 
part cottonseed meal), when they are 
about eight months of age. The calves 
from Charolais bulls averaged about 
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the same in rate of gain as the calves 
from Shorthorn, Hereford and Angus 
bulls; but they had a greater rate of 
gain than the calves from the Brahman 
and Brangus bulls. The average rate of 
gain of the Charolais-sired calves on this 
hind of feed was 1.79 pounds per day. 
The Charolais-Hereford calves ranked 
second out of 24, and the Charolais-An- 
gus calves were fifth. The Charolais- 
Brangus were fourteenth and the Charo- 
lais-Brahmans ranked twenty-first out 
of all groups. 

Weight per day of age through the 
feeding period is really the thing that 
counts when feeding cattle. A feeder is 
little concerned about the age of his 
fed steers as long as they have the 
weight. Charolais bulls sired calves that 
were essentially the same in weight rer 
day of age as the calves sired by Short- 
horn, Brahman and Hereford bulls. 
These four breeds of bulls sired calves 
of greater weight per day of age than 
the calves sired by Brangus and Angus 
bulls. There is little difference among 
the Charolais-Angus, Charolais-Brah- 
man, Charolais-Brangus and the Charo- 
lais-Hereford calves in weight per day 
of age. 


Grade a Profit Factor 

Your profit is influenced not only by 
weight but also by the grade at selling 
time, since these two factors largely de- 
termine price per pound. In the Louisi- 
ana experiments, ca!ves sired by Charo- 
lais bulls were definitely lower in live 
calf grade than the calves sired by the 
Hereford bulls. The grades of Charolais- 
sired calves were essentially no differ- 
ent from the calves sired by Brahman, 
Shorthorn and Angus bulls but were 
higher than the calves sired by the Bran- 
gus bulls. The Charolais-Brahman calves 
had a better slaughter-calf grade than 
the other three kinds of Charolais-bred 
calves, which were all essentially of the 
same grade. 

The steers that were fed on the 168- 
day feed test were graded alive prior 
to slaughter. The calves sired by Charo- 
lais bulls graded lower than the calves 
sired by Hereford and Shorthorn bulls 
but essentially the same as the calves 
sired by Angus, Brahman and Brangus 
bulls. There appeared to be little dif- 
ference among the Charolais-bred calves 
in live slaughter grade. 

The same picture exists for the grades 
of carcasses of the Charolais-sired calves 
as on the live animal. The calves sired 
by Charolais bulls from all four breeds 
of cows, on the average, had lower car- 
cass grades than the calves sired by the 
bulls of other breeds. The calves sired 
by Charolais bulls and out of Angus and 
Hereford cows tended to grade better 
than the calves out of Brahman and 
Brangus cows. It should be pointed out 
that these grades are on calves about 
14 months of age which are not full fed. 
Charolais, at this age, are still very 
much in a growing stage. 

Carcass Grades 

In view of carcass grades of the Charo- 
lais-sired calves, how do some of the 
other carcass traits look? The dressing 
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Charolais x Brahman Cow 


Charolais x Brangus 


percent of the Charolais-sired calves out 
of the Angus, Brahman, Brangus and 
Hereford cows was essentially the same 
as the calves sired by the Angus, Brah- 
man, Brangus and Shorthorn bulls but 
higher than the calves sired by Hereford 
bulls. The calves by a Charolais bull out 
of Brahman cows dressed higher than 
the calves out of the Angus, Hereford 
and Brangus cows. 

The housewife is always interested in 


the amount of good lean meat in the 
cuts she buys. In beef research the rib- 
eye area is used as an index for total 
lean in the carcass. The half-Charolais 
calves ranked higher than the calves 
sired by the other breeds of bulls in rib- 
eye area, but there was no real differ- 
ence between the calves sired by Charo- 
lais bulls and those sired by Angus and 
Brangus bulls. The Charolais-Brahman 
and Charolais-Angus steers ranked first 
and second, respectively, in ribeye area 
among all crosses. The Charolais-Here- 
ford ranked fourth, just behind the Bran- 
gus-Brahman calves, while the Charolais 
Brangus ranked eighth among all 24 
kinds of cattle. 

In tenderness of meat, the Charolais 
crossbred calves appeared to be about 
the same as the Hereford-, Shorthorn- 
and Angus-sired calves, and all four of 
the above-sired groups appeared to be 
more tender than the calves sired by 
the Brahman and Brangus bulls. Of the 
Charolais-sired calves, the calves out of 
the Brahman cows appeared to be less 
tender than the calves out of the Angus, 
Brangus or Hereford cows. 

One factor that lowers the grades of 
the Charolais carcasses is that they ap- 
pear to be less compact and not as thick 
as some of the other carcasses. The 
calves sired by Angus, Hereford and 
Shorthorn bulls had thicker and more 
compact carcasses than the calves sired 
by Brahman, Brangus or Charolais bulls. 
The amount of loin and round, by visual 
appraisal, of the Charolais crossbred car- 
casses was about the same as the car- 
casses sired by the other breeds of bulls 
with the exception of the Shorthorn sires. 
The carcasses of the calves sired by the 
Shorthorn bulls had a larger amount of 
loin and round than the calvcs sired by 
the other breeds. There is a large vari- 
ation in the compactness, thickness, and 
amount of loin and round of the carcass 
among the calves sired by Charolais 
bulls. In general, however, it appears 
that the calves out of cows with Brah- 
man breeding are not as thick, compact, 
nor have as much quarter as do the 
calves out of British-bred dams. 


Have Less External Fat 

Since more lean and less fat is the 
order of the day, the carcasses of calves 
from Charolais bulls have a real advan- 
tage. They have less external fat than 
the carcasses of calves sired by the other 
breeds of bulls. This is even more evi- 
dent when the calves are out of either 
Brahman or Brangus dams. But, at the 
same time, marbling of the rib eye is 
less for calves sired by Charolais and 
Brahman bulls than the marbling found 
in calves sired by the other breeds. 
Among the calves sired by Charolais 
bulls, the calves out of Angus and Here- 
ford cows are better marbled than the 
calves out of Brangus dams, and the 
calves out of Brahman dams are the 
least marbled. When a chemical analysis 
of the amount of fat in the meat was 
run, much the same thing was true as 
with the marbling scores. 

The amount of fat, lean and bone in

POINT BY POINT

HEN I go into . show ring to judge cattle I have in mind the ideal animal 
W so I try to find the individual that best fits that ideal. 

The first consideration is general appearance, size, width, depth of body, 
bone, symmetry and balance. As I place the class, in my mind, I take the animal 
apart, so to speak, to see if it is just what I am looking for and then the animal 
that can stack up nearest to the ideal is the order in which I think they should 
be placed. In judging cattle, I think one should look for the characteristics which 
they will likely pass on to their offspring. I try to look for an animal that has 
responded to the feed like it should and still be practical. That is one with enough 
fat but not wasty. 

Hereditary unsoundness and other undesirable traits such as crooked feet, back 
legs too straight or too crooked, mean the animal will be placed down even though 
he may be desirable otherwise 





Head—A to B: The head 
should be wide between the 
eyes to show intelligence, 


breed character and mascu- 


linity. C to D: The muzzle L 
should be wide for intake of 
feed or grass as it is the 
mowing machine. 
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Neck—Shoulders — Heart Girth—Rib— Loin— Rump—A: The neck should be fairly short and blend in well 
with the shoulders. B: The shoulders should be wide as viewed from the front but not prominent. C: The heart 
girth should be full from the top to the bottom to give lung capacity. D: The rib area should indicate enough 
spring to give width over the back and support the frame work for the stomach. E: The loin should be long, 
wide and deep as this is a high price cut of meat. F: The rump should be long from hooks to pins and moder- 


ately level. 


Back—-The back should be moderately 
straight from A to B and show strength 
so after several years of service he will 
not give away and become slouchy. 


Pins—Rear Quarters—A: The pins 
should be wide for two important rea- 
sons. (1) To give more width to the 
rump and hind quarters of the animal; 
(2) The bulls will produce some replace- 
ment females so this is a characteristic 
that will be passed along to the females 
for ease in calving. B. The rear quarters 
should be wide, full and deep and show 
lots of red meat.

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The Four-Legged Legend of the JA Ranch Is Part 
of the History of the West 


By JANE PATTIE 


VER the well-trampled cattle 
O trails that pointed north from 

the big ranch country of Texas 
to the wild, teeming railheads of Kan- 
sas, a hardy breed of men and cattle and 
horses traveled for two decades in the 
late 1800’s. Many volumes have been 
written on this colorful era of our na- 
tion’s history, and the names of out- 
standing individuals who gained fame 
during this tempestuous time have been 
recorded for posterity. Perhaps one of 
the most unsual to be remembered was 
not a man but one of the millions of 
sturdy, raw-boned Longhorn steers that 
streamed up the Texas trails. He be- 
longed to the famous Texas cattleman, 
Charles Goodnight of the million-acre 
JA Ranch, and was known affectionately 
as Old Blue by Goodnight and his cow- 
hands. His story, long a favorite around 
campfires, has been retold in history 
books by such authorities as J. Evetts 
Haley and J. Frank Dobie. Old Blue 
has become a legend of the cattle driv- 
ing days. 


It was a warm spring night in 1870 
when he opened his eyes for the first 
time and blinked curiously at the blan- 
ket of stars that covered the South 
Texas skies. The soft swish of the 
Nueces River whispered in his keen, 
little ears, and though his spindling legs 
were unsteady at first, he quickly felt 
the surge of power and the sturdiness 
of his breed sink into his long, lean 
muscles. 

For three years he ate and slept and 
browsed in the warm Texas sun. From 
his fine head flashed a pair of sharp 
eyes, and his sides grew sleek on the 
prairie grass. Had he been a horse, his 
color would have been called a grulla. 
To the vaqueros he was a moro or “mul- 
berry.” Later, to the cowboys he was 
known as Old Blue or Blue, the Bell Ox. 


First Journey in 1873 
In 1873 he started on his first of 
many journeys. He was one of a herd 
of 2100 steers that was driven from 
southern Texas over the long, dusty

Goodnight-Loving Trail to John Chis- 
um’s Bosque Redondo Ranch in New 
Mexico, It was a long and difficult trip 
for men and animals alike across the 
waterless, parched, southern Staked 
Plains. But it was an adventure to Blue, 
and his long, steady stride carried him 
to the lead of the herd each day. At 
Horsehead Crossing, even the brackish 
water of the Pecos tasted sweet to him 
after the long, dry miles. 

The drovers were troubled that year 
by the guerilla tactics of the warlike 
Apaches. On the night that the herd 
was bedded down just north of the Pecos 
crossing, the Indians swooped down in 
a surprise attack and stampeded the 
cattle. After much hard riding the cow- 
boys gathered the steers, 600 head short. 
There was a brief skirmish with the 
Apaches the next morning, but the herd 
finally got underway, leaving six or 
seven dead warriors behind and a cross 
marking the grave of one cowboy. Ten 
days later the remaining 1500 steers 
trailed into John Chisum’s ranch on the 
Bosque Grande. 

Blue had another brush with the In- 
dians while on Chisum’s range. The big 
steer was shot in the hip with an arrow. 
One of the cowboys cut it out, and Blue 
was soon as good as ever, except for 
some bad memories. He had certainly 
learned the smell of Indians, though. 


Blue Always in the Lead 

Blue changed owners again the follow- 
ing year when the well-known Charles 
Goodnight bought him from Chisum in a 
herd of 5000 steers. Another new adven- 
ture was starting for Blue, as he trav- 
eled north to his new home on the 
Arkansas River just above Pueblo, Colo- 
rado. The cattle had been split into two 
herds, and Blue was moved in the first 
one. The hands noticed the big steer 
work his way to the lead each morning. 
He seemed to want a look at the new 
country as they pushed their way north- 
ward over the Goodnight Trail through 
Trinchera Pass and into southern Colo- 
rado. He was fat and sleek when they 
arrived at the ranch on the Arkansas. 

Goodnight recognized the animal's 
natural-born leadership, and when Blue's 
herd was sent to an agency in Wyoming 
as beef for the Indians, the steer re- 
mained behind. 

That winter he had another close call 
with death. Rustlers were a nuisance to 
the ranchers around Pueblo, and Charles 
Goodnight was not excluded. One frigid 
day as Goodnight was tracking some 
cattle through the snow, he surprised 
some cow thieves skinning some of his 
animals. In the middle of a_ thicket, 
they had a dozen mvre waiting to be 
slaughtered. Among them was Blue. The 
steer probably chuckled to himself as he 
watched the rustlers swinging in the 
breeze from a nearby tree limb. They’d 
not get his hide... . That was certain! 


Old Blue Again First 
When Charles Goodnight’s pioneering 
spirit led to his historic drive from 
Colorado to the Texas Panhandle to 
establish the first ranch on the Llano

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TWO BASIC RATIOS IN THE 
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By P. H. STEVENS 


ECONOMICS OF BEEF PRODUCTION 


Research Division Farm Credit Banks of Wichita 


T RIGHT is.a most revealing and 
A useful chart. Revealing because 


it is in terms of ratios that cross 
and recross. Useful because it pinpoints 
the current position and indicates the 
probable trends of beef production, 
prices, and income. Accurate appraisals 
of current status and prospective trend 
are of prime importance to beef cattle- 
men, their creditors, and associated in- 
dustries. The supply of beef reaching the 
market (broken line) is the dominating 
force affecting the price of beef cattle. 
Variations in demand are usually of sec- 
ondary importance. Potential beef sup- 
plies a few years hence are indicated by 
the direction and height of the solid line. 
Cattle and calf slaughter has been sub- 
normal during the past three years re- 
sulting in a rising ratio of cattle to 
human population. 

The postwar high point in beef cattle 
prices was reached April, 1951. (Choice 
slaughter steers K. C. $37, choice steer 
calves $41). National cattle and calf 
slaughter amounted to only 26 million 
head providing only 56.1 pounds of beef 
per capita in 1951. A cyclical low point 
in beef cattle prices was reached five 
years later. Choice slaughter steer 
prices dipped below $19 in February, 
1956, calf prices below $18 in June. Na- 
tional slaughter totaled 40% million 
head, up more than 50 per cent from 
1951, providing 85.4 pounds of beef per 
capita in 1956.

Another cyclical high in beef cattle 
prices was reached three years later in 
the spring of 1959. Choice slaughter 
steer prices went above $30 and choice 
feeder calves above $35 in April 1959. 
National slaughter amounted to only 32 
million head providing 81 pounds of beef 
per capita in 1959. Cattle and calf 
slaughter increased 2,750,000 head dur- 
ing 1960. The next cyclical peak in cattle 
slaughter is perhaps three years hence 
when the record 1961 beef calf crop 
hangs on the hooks along with some 
liquidation from overexpanded breed- 
ing herds. 

The Ebb and Flow of Profits 
and Confidence 

It is well worth noting that the broken 
line in the graph is irregular; that 
there are periods of hesitation in the 
slaughter of cattle and calves particu- 
larly on the upswing. For example, there 
was a period of rising prices early in 
1960. Another temporary period of 
strength occurred around the year end. 
Basically, three groups are engaged in 
beef production—the breeders, the graz- 
iers, and the feeders. A continued price 
haggle goes on between these three 
groups as to who will own the existing 
cattle inventory. Confidence ebbs and 
flows in each of these groups resulting 
in an irregular rate of cattle slaughter. 
It is important in the beneficial finan- 
cing of cattle operations during the 
cyclical upswing of cattle slaughter to 


recognize these pleasing periods of 
strengthening prices for what they are 
temporary deviations from trend. 

The primary impetus to livestock 
cycles arises in the reaction of breeders 
to profits, or the absence thereof, in 
which variations in feed and forage sup- 
plies play only a minor role. It is usually 
lack of collateral rather than lack of 
rainfall that causes the liquidation of 
cows and cow men. Feedlot operators 
and summer graziers are similarly af- 
fected by the rise and fall of their credit 
ratings but the timing of profitable 
periods tends to vary between the three 
groups. The summer grazier because of 
the reduced need for his services in mod- 
ern beef production finds himself in- 
creasingly between a rock and a hard 
place. 

Growing Demand for Beef 

Our U. S. population is growing at 
the rate of about three million persons 
annually. Even more important, the pur- 
chasing power of U. S. consumers is 
growing at an even faster rate. Between 
1956 and 1960 our population rose 18.7 
per cent while disposable income per 
capita rose 44 per cent—28 million more 
people and $150 billion more income. 
You may not have experienced it per- 
sonally but the average man, woman, and 
child had $50 more a month to spend 
in 1960 than in 1950. An additional three 
million persons each consuming 85 
pounds of beef annually requires an an- 
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1961 


nual 255 million-pound addition to main- 
tain beef supplies per capita. 


The reason 1960 beef consumption of 
85 pounds per capita, 35 per cent more 
than the 63.4 pounds per capita in 1950, 
sold at prices relatively favorable to 
producers was largely because of the 44 
per cent increase in personal income. 
Beef purchases amounted to about two 
and one-half per cent of consumer in- 
come in both years. Similar increases in 
population and purchasing power may 
reasonably be anticipated during the 
1960’s. However, to anticipate profit- 
able beef production in the event of a 
further 20-pound increase in beef pro- 
duction per capita seems doubtful. Beef 
production profits in 1960 were inade- 
quate in many instances, particularly in 
the grazier group. Our beef production. 
increased 1.1 billion pounds during 1960. 


To maintain an annual increase in beef 
production of roughly one-fourth billion 
pounds requires an annual increase in 
the calf crop of three-fourth million 
head or an increase in the annual cattle 
inventory of about one and one-half 
million head. Recently revised estimates 
indicate an increase of six million head 
in the cattle inventory during the past 
three years and an increase of two mil- 
lion head or five per cent is expected in 
the 1961 beef calf crop. In spite of these 
temporary excesses, the beef producing 
industry faces a more pleasing prospect 
of future expansion in demand than that 
available to most other segments of 
agriculture or industry.

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Rising Efficiency of Beef Production 

Rapid strides are being made in in- 
creasing the efficiency of beef produc- 
tion on several fronts—in breeding, feed- 
ing, and management practices. Using 
modern techniques a much larger volume 
of beef is now produced from a given in- 
ventory in a stated time than only 10 or 
20 years ago. This speed-up discounts 
some of the effects of a slower rate of 
cattle inventory growth. It is anticipated 
that beef production in 1961 will reach 
new record heights approaching 90 
pounds per capita while potential sup- 
plies in excess of 90 pounds per capita 
of annual beef consumption will accu- 
mulate for slaughter in immediately sub- 
sequent years. 

An eight per cent increase in the na- 
tional beef supply, four pounds per 
capita, in 1960 over 1959 resulted in a 
decline in choice slaughter steer prices 
in Kansas City from $27.70 in 1959 to 
$25.92 in 1960. The six per cent increase 
from a year previous in cattle on feed 
Jan. 1, 1961, indicates a continuance 
of these trends. Competition for the con- 
sumers’ meat dollar from pork and poul- 
try is also increasing. The temporary 
year-end strength in all livestock prices 
was accounted for by the fact that total 
red meat production in commercial 
slaughter plants in December 1960 was 
eight per cent below a year earlier. Beef 
was down one per cent, pork 15 per 
cent, and lamb five per cent. In sharp 
contrast for the year 1960 total red 
meat production was four per cent above 
1959. 
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Better coordination of beef production 
with the effective demand for beef will 
allow producers to retain for themselves 
some of the benefits of this increasing 
efficiency. Encouraging progress is being 
made in this difficult task of stabilizing 
beef production at the current high level 
of demand. This is not easy in an indus- 
try where at least three years must 
elapse between the go-ahead signal in 
the form of higher prices can result in 
any material increase in supply. Cur- 
rently more caution has been evidenced 
in herd build-up than in similar situ- 
ations in the past. Therefore, it can rea- 
sonably be hoped that the extremes of 
past cattle liquidation periods, such as 
the four 20-cent calf crops of 1953-1956, 
will at least be moderated. 


Time to Build, But Conservatively 

This is a time to use credit conserva- 
tively in beef production. This is a time 
to build for the future whether it be 
more productive cow herds, better pas- 
tures, or more efficient feedlots. Even 
though immediately prospective beef 
prices and profits do not emit encourag- 
ing signals temporarily, thoughtful ap- 
praisal of the high and rising demand 
for beef indicate the need for carefully 
considered plans looking to the future. 
There are plenty of opportunities in 
sound, long-time programs of efficient, 
high-quality beef production. There is 
no substitute for plenty of delicious 
nutritious beef in the diets of young or 


old.

the 9-10-11th rib cut is a good indicator 
of the amount of fat, lean and bone in 
the entire carcass. When a physical sep- 
aration of the 9-10-l1lth rib cut was 
made it was found that calves sired by 
Charolais bulls definitely had less fat 
and more lean than the calves sired by 
bulls of other breeds. There was essen- 
tially no difference among the breeds 
of bulls in the amount of bone. Among 
the calves sired by Charolais bulls the 
calves out of Brahman and Brangus dams 
had more lean and less fat in the 9-10- 
llth rib cut than the calves out of An- 
gus and Hereford dams. 

In considering a successful beef cattle 
operation you must always consider fer- 
tility and percentage calf crop. The per- 
centage of calf crop is attributed partly 
to the bull and partly to the cows to 
which he is mated. If a bull is not a 
good breeder or his semen is of poor 
quality he would be responsible for a 
poor calf crop. From the cow side if a 
group of cows has a high percentage of 
non-breeders or some that are not regu- 
lar breeders a poor calf crop is again 
the result. The calving percentage in 
Louisiana is quite often low owing noi 
only to the above factors but also to 
such environmental factors as heat, hu- 
midity, parasites and several diseases. 
It is only recently that controls for some 
of these factors are becoming available. 
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Management of the cow herd and the 
bull both prior to and during the breed- 
ing season is being studied to help raise 
this low-calving percentage. 

The calving percentage of the cows 
mated to Charolais bulls over a five- 
year period averaged 70 per cent, this 
being lower than that of the cows mated 
to Herefords (74%) and the Angus 
(71%) but higher than the cows mated 
to Brahman (62%), Shorthorn (62% 
and Brangus (58%). 

The average pounds of beef produced 
per 32 cows (eight each, Angus, Brah- 
man, Brangus and Herefords) mated to 
each bull not only takes into account 
the calving percentage (reflecting fer- 
tility of both the bulls and cows) but 
also the sale weight of the calves at 
weaning time. In this respect, the Charo- 
lais bulls sired 8,574 pounds of beef per 
32 cows each year at a value of $1,990. 
This was second only to the Hereford 
bulls, which sired 9,249 pounds of beef 
for a value of $2,224. The value received 
per sire each year reflects the bull’s 
percentage calf crop, the average weight 
of his calves at weaning and the grade 
of these calves at weaning. The average 
pounds of beef and value per bull for 
the Angus bulls was 7,918 pounds and 
$1,841; Shorthorn, 7,718 pounds and $1,- 
828; Brahman, 6,921 pounds and $1,594; 
and Brangus, 6,601 pounds and $1,503. 
It must be remembered that these val- 
ues reflect the sires only and not the 
dams.

Summary 


Extreme interest has been shown in 
the use of Charolais cattle both as pure- 
breds and in crossbreeding. An overall 
evaluation of the breed is not yet pos- 
sible, but to the person interested in 
investing in the breed, it pays to look 
at the existing data. These data give 
some indication as to the usefulness of 
the breed in crossbreeding. 

It must be remembered that the data 
herein are from one experiment station 
only, reflecting the environment and 
management of only that station. The 
data appear to be sound, but until such 
experiments have been repeated many 
times, one is never completely sure of 
the results. Indeed, Charolais cattle un- 
der less tropical conditions may behave 
quite differently. 

It must also be pointed out that no 
pure Charolais cows existed in this ex- 
periment. Some of the advantage in 
growth rate, carcass traits, etc., may be 
due to hybrid vigor when the Charolais 
is crossed on other breeds.

Estacado in 1876, it was Blue that led 
the 1600 head of cattle across that vast 
sea of grass to the natural shelter of 
Palo Duro Canyon. He was the first 
steer down the narrow Indian trail that 
snaked 1000 feet to the floor of the can- 
yon. His tracks were the first to replace 
those of ten thousand buffaloes, as 
Goodnight’s men herded the huge, 
humped beasts out of their refuge in 
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the canyon and away from its thick 
carpet of grama grass. This was now 
Blue’s home, and no matter how many 
thousand cattle he led up the trail to 
Kansas, he always returned to the rich 
pastures on the Staked Plains. 
Charles Goodnight prospered in the 
Palo Duro. After ten years he had ac- 
quired a new partner, James Adair, one 
million acres and 75,000 head of cattle. 
Goodnight’s JA steers began their first 
drive up the 250-mile Palo Duro-Dodge 
City Trail on October 26, 1878.

Los Angeles 
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took his place at the lead of the 1000 
steers. He stepped out a little more 
proudly than usual for around his neck 
was a brand new leather collar with a 
shiney brass bell. The herd learned 
quickly to follow the sound of the bell 
as Old Blue’s long steady stride led them 
northward to Dodge. At night a little 
leather strap held the bell’s clapper 
quiet, but if it happened to loosen, at 
the first ting-a-ling the entire herd was 
on its feet and ready to travel. 

First thing each morning the big steer 
would work his way to the front of the 
herd and wait for the point man to 
loosen his bell. Then he would head out 
straight north. Often he would strike 
such a fast pace that the point rider 
would have to check him. Blue was ex- 
tremely keen and alert. He was quick 
to sense the least movement of the rid- 
ers and easily controlled his herd. Good- 
night often said that the steer was 
worth a dozen extra hands. 


Bedded Down With the Horses 

Not only was Old Blue a favorite of 
his owner and the cowboys, but he, also, 
thought well of himself. In his esteem, 
he was a mighty important fellow and 
far above bedding down at night with 
mere cattle. Instead, he held himself 
aloof from the herd and joined the sad- 
dle horses. At meal time he would mosey 
up to the chuckwagon to receive hand- 
outs from the cook and the cowhands. 
It was evident that he considered him- 
self “one of the boys.” 

Old Blue led more 
steers up the Palo Duro-Dodge City 
Trail in eight years. Some years he 
made two trips. His flint-hard hoofs 
never took a false course. He knew the 
trail better than the cowboys. Each 
river and bed ground was charted in 
his sensitive mind. The big steer was 
steady and dependable. He never shied 
at the sudden flight of a prairie chicken 
nor faltered at a swollen river. His self- 
assured nature kept the herds quieter 
and easier to handle. 

On one trip, the JA’s reached the 
Cimarron only to find the river on a 
rampage. Old Blue never hesitated at 
the bank but led the steers in and 
straight across. Six of the cowboys 
swam their horses back through the

| flood waters to help float the chuck- 
| wagon across. They tied onto it with 
| their ropes and slowly worked it across. 


When they reached the opposite bank, 
there stood Old Blue, observing the oper- 
ation. After he had hi® herd safely 
across the river, he had circled back to 
keep an eye on things. 

Blue could always be counted on to 
keep the situation under control as he 
proved one December in Kansas. The 
JA outfit bedded a large herd just south 
of the Arkansas not far from Dodge 
City. A frigid storm blew in that night, 
dropping sleet and snow across the coun- 
try side. It took all of the hands to keep 
the herd from drifting before the freez- 
ing Norther. With the first gray light 
of morning, Old Blue’s bell struck a 
crackling ting-a-ling as he shouldered 
into the icy Arkansas with the herd hot 
on his heels.

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on the opposite bank at a dead run. Blue 
held his lead, though, and with the men 
and horses trailing far behind, the big 
steer took his herd straight as an arrow 
to Dodge’s shipping pens. Just inside 
the gate, the wise Old Blue jumped aside 
to let the steers thunder past and jam 
against the back fence. 

If a steer can give a_horse-laugh, 
that’s what Old Blue did a few hours 
later as he watched the train with its 
load of JA cattle puff up the tracks 
toward Chicago. They were going to the 
packing house, but he was going back 
home to Texas. The next day and night 
the hands spent their wages and kicked 
up their heels in the bright lights of 
Dodge City, while Blue leisurely 
munched hay with the horses. 


Indians Wanted Blue for Beef 


The following morning the easy life 
was left behind, as the JA outfit headed 
south for its home range. Old Blue’s 
long, sinewy legs stretched in time with 
the horses’, as they covered thirty miles 
a day. They were camped one night on 
Wolf Creek in the Oklahoma Territory, 
when Lone Wolf and a small band of 
Kiowas came into camp and demanded 
wohaw ... beef. Though the Indians 
eyed Blue longingly, the cowboys re- 
fused to part with the steer and were 
prepared to start an Indian war if nec- 
essary in order to keep him. Yes sir, 
Old Blue was well thought of! 

Being an individual of such exhaulted 
position, the big steer enjoyed a daily 
ration of corn. When he hit the Palo 
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Duro he was sleek as a fattened calf 
and as hard as sun-baked rawhide. 

But his job wasn’t finished at the end 
of a drive, for he was considered one 
of the hands and had regular duties at 
the home ranch. When a bunch of half- 
wild snaky steers refused to be penned 
by the cowboys, it was Old Blue who 
would get the job done. He would mix 
in with the cattle, quietly but authori- 
tatively assert his leadership and take 
them on the run to the corral. As in 
Dodge, once inside the gate, the wise, 
old steer would jump aside and with a 
humerous twinkle in his eye, watch the 
herd charge past him and mill against 
the back fence. 

Blue could always be counted on to 
do his part. Even in his later years, 
after a good hard run in a stampede had 
lost all resemblance to fun and was 
simply too much effort even in the line 
of duty, Blue would stay to one side of 
the excitement and bellow at the top 
of his lungs. After the hard-riding cow- 
boys would finally start the herd circl- 
ing, Old Blue’s bellowing seemed to 
quieten the frightened cattle. He would 
soon have them bedded down as if noth- 
ing had happened. At times like these, 
Blue certainly proved his worth! 

While Goodnight was ranching in south- 
ern Colorado, he had one of his cowboys 
break his lead steer to the yolk which 
gave Blue a new job. When a rank steer 
refused to be pushed or led by the cow- 
hands, they just necked him to Old Blue 
who would take him straight to camp. 
All of the balking and fighting that the 
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wild one did never fazed the 1400-pound 
Blue. His trail to camp was unswerving 
and as straight as a rifle barrel. His 
unwilling companions had no choice but 
to go along with him. 

When Goodnight located in the Texas 
Panhandle, it was during the period of 
the great buffalo slaughter. He watched 
the vast herds of huge, brown beasts 
diminishing before his eyes and foresaw 
their threatened extinction. So to pre- 
serve a herd, Goodnight began capturing 
buffalo calves and putting them on his 
very unhappy Texas cows to raise. 

When B. B. Groom, who ranched up 
north of the wide, sandy Canadian River, 
sent word to Goodnight that he had two 
young buffaloes for him—a yearling and 
a two-year-old — Goodnight immediately 
sent Sam Carter, Mitch Bell, Lem Bran- 
don and Old Blue after them. The group 
was three nights on the trail and the big 
steer was thoroughly enjoying himself 
leading his usual pampered life and get- 
ting his regular ration of corn with the 
horses. 

Blue Brings in Buffaloes 

But when they reached Broom’s place 
the tide turned and it was time for Blue 
to earn his keep. The men tied the steer, 
then roped the buffaloes and dragged 
them over to neck them close to Old 
Blue. They then turned Blue loose and 
stood back to watch the fun. Blue was 
as mad as a wet cat at such treatment 
and set out at a run toward home, bel- 
lowing and fussing every step. The year- 
ling was jerked off of his feet and 
dragged a long way before he ever re-

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gained his footing. Blue didn’t slow his 
killing pace until he reached the Cimar- 


ron, two or three miles distance. By then 
all of the fight was gone from the 
buffaloes and the hands followed use- 


lessly along, leaving Old Blue in charge. 
The steer would stop each night when 
he’d come across the camp grounds they 
had used on their trip north and no 
amount of coaxing could persuade him 
to stope elsewhere or to move farther 
on for the night. He was definitely boss- 
ing the outfit. When they reached the 
Palo Duro the buffaloes were as docile 
as dogs, but Blue made no bones about 
being glad to be rid of them. 

The last years of his life were spent 
in retirement on the JA, lazily munching 
the rich grama grass and enjoying his 
corn. As always, he was pampered and 
petted by the cowboys. Life was easy, 
and the old steer waxed fat and idle. In 
1890, twenty years after he had blinked 
his eyes for the first time at the big

program in your cattle operation—if you 
place proper emphasis on the “right” 
traits. What are the right traits? They 
are the ones that make money in the 
beef cattle industry. It’s as simple as 
that. Apply your performance “yard- 
sticks” to the economically important, or 
“money-making,” traits. These are: (1) 
Fertility or reproductive performance, 
(2) Weaning weight, (3) Growth rate in 
the feedlot, (4) Feed requirements or 
efficiency, and (5) Conformation as it 


| contributes to carcass desirability and 
| structural soundness. These are the es- 


sential ingredients in the recipe for 
“better beef-building Brahmans.” 


Reproductive Performance 
Let’s consider each of these bovine 


| profit-making components. Our discus- 
| sion starts with reproductive perform- 
| ance; for without a sizable calf crop, all 
| further discussion would be academic. 


The per cent calf crop raised has more 


| influence on the profitableness of a beef 


breeding herd than any other one factor. 


| Let’s look at it this way: the calf crop 
at weaning represents the financial re- 


turn for the total cost of maintaining 


| the breeding herd for one year, includ- 


ing interest, taxes, bull costs, feed, la- 


| bor, fencing, veterinary service, etc. 


Thus, if your total cost of keeping a 


| cow for one year is $100, the cost of 
| each calf would be $100 with a 100 per 


cent calf crop. But, with an 80 per cent 


| calf crop, your cost per calf would be 
| $125; and your per-calf cost would sky- 


rocket to $167 with a 60 per cent calf 


| crop! Unfortunately, in many areas, we 
| average well under an 80 per cent calf 


crop. 
How do Brahmans “rate” on this 


| trait? Not too good according to a re- 
| cent Florida report. From a five-year 
| study, based on 10,170 cattle, Florida re- 


searchers found that cattle of predomi- 


| nantly British breeding had a much 


higher reproductive rate than cattle of 
predominantly Brahman breeding. The 
investigators recommended that more 
emphasis be placed on culling against 
low reproduction in Brahman and Brah- 


| man crossbred cattle. 


On the other hand, Louisiana State 
University maintains purebred herds of 


| all four major beef breeds for teaching 
| purposes, and records for the past sev- 


eral years indicate that the Brahman 


| herd is tops on reproductive efficiency. 
This contrast shows that often more 


variation exists within a breed than be- 


| tween breeds for performance traits that 
| are conditioned by many pairs of genes. 


Accordingly, the Florida researchers’ 


| recommendation to cull against low re- 


production is valid and is loaded with 


| potential profit-increasing ability when 


coupled with selection for high fertility. 

Admittedly, present indications are 
that the calf crop per cent is more 
dependent upon nutrition, management, 
and disease contro] than upon heredity. 
(Beef cattle investigations reveal that

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has a heritability of only about 10 per 
cent.) However, records should be kept 
on the reproductive perfermance of the 
herd to reveal inherent differences in 
reproductive capacity among individual 
cows and bulls. 

In view of the possibility of infertility 
being partially hereditary, select bulls 
and replacement heifers only from sires 
and dams with good breeding records 
and cull cows that do not calve regu- 
larly. Regular-breeding cows with a 
calving interval of twelve months or less 
are absolutely essential to efficient pro- 
duction. Most of your replacement heif- 
ers will come from your own herd. Thus, 
it is important to use only bulls that 
are from highly-fertile, regular-calving 
cows. Such bulls will pass these repro- 
ductive factors to their daughters, In 
selecting replacement heifers, consider 
only those from highly-productive, 
heavy-milking cows. 

Weaning Weight Important 

Now, let’s turn our attention to the 
second money-making trait—weaning 
weight. Weaning weight is important to 
beef cattle producers, because rapid 
growth is essential for profitable calf 
production. This important factor in a 
successful calf-production program is re- 
vealed by the simple formula: 

Per cent calf crop + avg. weaning wt. 
per calf + market grade (for selling 
price per lb. of calf sold) gross cash 
return per cow saved for breeding. In 
many areas of the country, cattlemen 
sell their calves at weaning time, either 
as feeders or as slaughter calves. They 
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are anxious to have calves that will 
weigh heavy and grade high; because, 
as indicated in the formula, these two 
factors strongly influence the profit or 
loss on the cow-calf operation. Research 
at several experiment stations reveals 
that weaning grades correspond closely 
with weaning weight—that is, the 
heavier calves tend to grade higher. 

Weaning weight generally indicates 
the calf’s ability to grow, as well as the 
milking and mothering ability of its dam. 
The calf’s ability and/or desire to con- 
sume creep feed or forage is also shown. 
Calves that are below average in growth 
up to weaning are likely to have either 
low inherent ability to gain, poor-milk- 
ing dams, or both. Calves that have 
above average weaning weights will re- 
turn the most profit. 

The progress possible from selection 
for heavier weaning weights is com- 
plicated by the fact that weaning weight 
is greatly influenced by a number of 
environmental factors, such as age and 
milking ability of the dam and whether 
or not a creep was used. Actually, the 
heritability of weaning weight is about 
25 to 30 per cent. This figure is high 
enough that you will find selection for 
heavier weaning weights a paying prop- 
osition. 

In Louisiana State University’s ex- 
tensive beef cattle crossbreeding project, 
Brahman and Brangus cows weaned 
calves at significantly heavier weights 
than did Angus and Hereford cows. 
Thus, the value of part or all Brahman 
breeding in cows for superior mothering 
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ability (and heavier weaning weights) 
under Southeastern conditions is clearly 
indicated. Furthermore, eight of the top 
eleven types of calves grading highest 
on slaughter calf grade (from a total 
of 24 crossbred and purebred kinds of 
calves studied) were out of Brahman 
and Brangus females, thus clearly dem- 
onstrating the value of Brahman blood 
in cows used for slaughter calf produc- 
tion. Here’s a good market outlet for 
cattle of Brahman breeding that cow- 
men shouldn’t overlook. Performance 
testing should be expanded in Brahman 
herds to jealously protect—and possibly 
improve—this bred-in maternal advan- 
tage which largely stems from environ- 
mental adaptability and a liberal supply 
of high-butterfat milk. 


Growth Rate in Feed Lot 


Our third money-making trait is 
growth rate in the feedlot. The impor- 
tance of this trait in a feeding program 
is evident from the formula: 

Final weight + sale price gross 
cash return in which the final feedlot 
weight is highly dependent upon the 
rate of feed lot gain. Since cattle are 
sold largely on the basis of weight and 
quality, gaining ability is probably the 
second most important characteristic in 
beef cattle, being second only to repro- 
ductive performance. Fortunately, it can 
be improved by selecting high-gaining 
individuals as herd sires and cow re- 
placements. 

Fast-growing breeding stock tend to 
produce fast-growing calves, as ability 
to gain in the feed lot is highly herit-

Research indicates that postwean- 
ing feed lot gain has a heritability of 
about 45 per cent. Remember that feed 
lot gains cannot be predicted from the 
type or conformation of a calf. The post- 
weaning feeding test is the best method 
for evaluating this ability. A bull’s early 
rate-of-gain performance record is use- 
ful in predicting rate of gain in his off- 
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spring since this trait is highly heritable. 
Brahman breeders heed this statement! 
It can mean increased feed lot outlets 
for your cattle—and greater profits— 
in the years ahead. For many years, 
farmers have asked for some type of 
guarantee on seed germination. In like 
manner, feeder buyers are beginning to 
seek information on what they can ex-

In the Louisiana State University 
crossbreeding project, all steer calves 
were fed on wheat and rye grass pas- 


| ture for 168 days after weaning. They 


received a limited supplement of corn 
Under the condi- 
tions of this study, steers by Brahman 
bulls and out of Hereford cows ranked 
first and second (among the 24 different 
kinds of cattle) on rate of gain on feed 
and weight per day of age, respectively. 
Steers by Brahman bulls and out of 
Angus cows ranked fourth and first on 
rate of gain and weight per day of age, 
respectively. Thus, it’s obvious that good 
Brahman bulls crossed with good cows 
English breeds can “get a top 
job done” in the feed lot—especially un- 
der Southeastern conditions. There will 
be a growing demand for top-gaining 
performance tested bulls for use in pro- 
grams of this type. 


Feed Efficiency Heritability High 


Our fourth money-making trait, feed 
efficiency, has a heritability of about 40 
per cent, which is high enough to make 
considerable progress possible through 
selecting directly for economy of gains. 
However, efficiency of gain records are 
usually hard to secure without making 
considerable changes in present manage- 
ment practices. To do so requires indi- 
vidual feeding, with adjustments for dif- 
ferences in weight since heavier cattle 
generally require more feed per unit of 
gain. 

Of course, selection for low feed re- 


| quirements should not be disregarded if 
| the breeder can arrange to keep feed 


records. Fortunately, selection for rate 


| of gain is accompanied by much auto- 


matic selection for economy of gain, as 
defined by “feed per 100 pounds of 
gain.” This is because rate of gain and 
efficiency of feed utilization are both 
highly heritable and are strongly corre- 
lated, or associated, with one another. 


| Thus, genetic improvement can be made 
g if 


in economy of gain by selecting for it 
through rate of gain. Remember, how- 
ever, that direct selection—based on 
individual feeding—is more accurate. 
Actually, about 60 to 70 per cent of

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the differences in feed consumed per unit 
of liveweight gain in cattle is accounted 
for by rate of gain. However, there re- 
mains about 20 to 40 per cent of vari- 
ation in efficiency which cannot be ac 
counted for by rate of gain. This may 
be due to such factors as differences 
in the rumen and hereditary differences 
in the ability of cattle to digest feed. 
About 61 per cent of the production 
costs in feeding steers is represented by 
feed. Thus, with the increased stress on 
the importance of efficiency of gains as 
a means of licking the agricultural price- 
cost squeeze, it may pay you to con- 
sider testing your breeding stock di- 
rectly for efficiency of gain as well as 
for rate of gain. 
Feeding trials at the 


Florida Range 
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Cattle Experiment Station demonstrated 
that economy of gain is an inherent 
characteristic of Brahman cattle and is 
apparently transmitted to “hybrid” prog- 
eny, depending upon the amount of 
Brahman blood. In four years of feeding 
trials, purebred Brahman steers required 
438 pounds of total digestible nutrients 
per 100 pounds of gain. The steers, aver- 
aging 439 pounds initial weight, were 
fed for 140 days to an average final 
weight of 775 pounds, for an average 
daily gain of 2.01 pounds. In comparison, 
% Brahman-\ British steers required 
454 pounds of TDN per 100 pounds of 
gain, while % Brahman-' British and 
% Brahman-% British steers required 
486 and 491 pounds of TDN per 100 
pounds gain, respectively.

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Conformation 

Our final money-making trait is con- 
formation as it contributes to carcass 
desirability and structural soundness. 
Conformation is a money-making trait 
as long as it contributes to structural 
soundness, which aids longevity, and to 
thickness of natural fleshing in the 
region of the higher priced cuts. 

For many years, desired conforma- 
tion in slaughter cattle was considered 
as “approaching a brick set on edge,” 
which provided a combination of great 
width and depth with moderate length. 
The desired steer was a_ short-legged, 
low-set individual. Of course, this con- 
cept of “ideal” beef type worked to the 
disadvantage of longer-legged and 
longer-bodied Brahmans and Brahman 
crossbreds. However, for the past ten 
years, the Texas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station has conducted intensive 
research on the relationship of steer 
characteristics to the desirability and 
value of beef carcasses. This work in- 
dicates that shortness of body and of 
leg do not increase the yield of preferred 
retail cuts—neither do length of body 
and length of leg. In fact, it appears 
that the beef producer has considerable 
leeway in selecting animals of different 
shapes without encountering great 
changes in the proportion of wholesale 
cuts. 

Current market trends indicate that 
carcass shape may become even less im- 
portant. This is due to the soaring popu- 
larity of closely trimmed, boneless retail 
cuts and portion-control frozen meat 
packs (cuts of uniform size and weight). 
Thus, most likely, increasing emphasis 
will be placed upon production efficiency 
and less to conformation as related to 
body shape. 

Conformation must emphasize superior 
muscling, as cutability depends upon 
such muscling. The Texas research work- 
ers reported that indications of 
superior muscling are thickness of 
shoulder, width and shape of back and 
loin, thickness and shape of rump and 
round, and bone development. Packer 
buyers will probably continue to look 
for great width along the top and deep, 
bulging hindquarters when they price 
a pen of slaughter steers, because the 
cuts in greatest demand are located in 
these regions.

Remember that red meat or muscle, 
development must be bred into your 
cattle. The size of the muscles is deter- 
mined to greatest extent by the number 
of individual muscle fibers that go into 
building the muscles. Muscle-fiber num- 
ber is fixed at the time the sperm ferti- 
lizes the egg (according to English re- 
search), and no feeding or management 
program can add to it. Thus, bulls and 
cows with a wealth of natural fleshing 
are of paramount importance. Such 
breeding stock is the only kind that we 
can reasonably expect to transmit deep, 
thick natural fleshing to our feeder 
cattle. 

Try to secure carcass data on sample 
lots of your cattle. This is essential if 
an effort to produce cattle with a mark-

in. If the cattle do not measure up, out 
they go. 

Take L. D. Miller, Jr., who ranches 
near Falfurrias as an example. Each 
calf is evaluated in January when he 
brings them in for working, and those 
failing to meet his standards are sepa- 
rated at this time. At weaning time, an- 
other evaluation is made and a deeper 
cut taken. The remaining bull calves 
then have one additional hurdle. They 
are put on a modified feeding test to 
determine their gainability. Miller con- 
ducts the test in a three or four hun- 
dred acre pasture when the bulls are 
between eight and 14 months old. He 
conducts the test under similar physical 
those under which the 
bulls will be expected to work so they 
will not require “letting down” follow- 
ing the test. He feeds four parts ground 
milo, three parts crimped oats and one 
part cottonseed meal. 

“This test is designed to meet my 
conditions,” he explained. “I am able to 
determine my best gaining bulls without 
getting them out of breeding condition. 
I am interested in sufficient gain for 
comparative purposes. This test shows 
me the animals which meet my stand- 
ards, and those that do not are culled. 
I want too keep only those bulls which 
will do us a good job, or will be a 
credit to us in someone else’s herd. The 
same is true of my females.

“Basically, we are in the business of 
converting grass into beef, and even 
though we sell purebred cattle, we try 
to keep our costs down on a commercial 
basis. Ultimately all of us are in the 
business to produce beef for the packer 
and the housewife.”

The rustling ability of the Beefmas 
ter traces back to the breed’s early de- 
velopment, and it has long been recog- 
nized for its ability to make beef under 
adverse circumstances. The Beefmaster 
herd owned by John and Ernest Bolland 
of Bishop is located on a ranch which 
straddles the Live Oak and Bee county 
lines just off highway 59 between 
George West and Beeville. 

“This is normally thought of as steer 
country,” Ernest Bolland said recently, 
“because it usually is considered too 
rough and too brushy for cow and calf 
operations. One of the things I like best 
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about Beefmasters is the way they take 
care of their young under these condi- 
tions. They have the original built-in 
baby sitting service. When the calves 
are young, it is not uncommon to see 
one or two cows watching over 10 or 12 
calves which may be somewhat off to 
themselves. Another thing is that Beef- 
masters take the beef off their back, 
and give it to the calf in the form of 
milk.” 

The Bollands have around 200 mother 
cows. They normally keep about 20 per 
cent of their bull calves the first time 
they work their calf crop, then cut this 
in half on the next cut. As a result of 
this severe culling their cattle have a 
reputation of being one of the better 
herds in their part of the country. 

Practically every Beefmaster breeder 
breeds his heifers to calve as two-year- 
olds. Howard Rivers, III, of Elgin, goes 
even further than that. He never takes 
his bulls away from the heifers. As a 
result it is not uncommon for him to 
have heifers calving considerably before 
they are two years old. “I figure if she 
comes through this period in good shape, 
she has the making of a good cow,” he 
said. “If she doesn’t she is culled.” 

In addition to his purebred operation, 
Rivers breeds his Beefmaster bulls to 
a number of crossbred cattle, and is 
particularly pleased with the calves he 
has been getting from these matings. 
“They have what it takes on the scales, 
and they hang up a good carcass,” he 
said.

Ory YBRID VIGOR” is an almost 
common-place term these days 
among cattlemen ... and it 
is becoming a more and more popular 

term among cattlemen who translate 
its significance into expressions of com- 

mercial value. 


Breeders of Brahman cattle have long 
recognized and promoted the merits of 
their animals in imparting hybrid vigor 

. and the fact that many other cattle- 
men also recognize this truth is proved 
through the popularity of other part 
Brahman types and breeds in the United 
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States. 

One feature about the Brahman stands 
out in a study of hybrid vigor: Whether 
hybrid calves are produced in purebred 
herds or by first-cross hybrid cows, the 
Brahman breed must always be used 
to secure the maximum hybrid vigor 
because it is the only way a true hybrid 
can be produced. 

A quick historical 
why this is true. 

Several breeds of Bos indicus 
(humped) cattle were imported to the 
United States in the late 1800’s and 
early 1900's, selected individually for 
conformation and beef potential. The 
result—meticulously selected and scien- 
tifically bred—is today the Brahman 
beef breed. It is an American product 
and even the name, Brahman, as applied 
to cattle, is American in origin. 

By definition, hybrid vigor is the extra 
growth or vigor found in crosses be- 
tween unrelated groups or inbred lines.

Maximum vigor, then, is secured when 
the Brahman (Bos indicus) is bred to 
cattle of unrelated species—the common 
European breeds, (Bos taurus—without 
humps). When crosses of two of the 
European breeds is accomplished, the 
breeder is crossing cattle of the same 
species, and hybrid vigor is not realized. 

Years of research and experimentation 
prove that for maximum results in cross- 
breeding the use of Brahman cattle is es 
sential.

METHOD: Soak apricots about an 
hour in water to cover. Brown chops on 
both sides in drippings, then pour off 
drippings and season. Drain apricots, 
reserving one-third cup of liquid, and 
arrange on top of chops. Combine the 
apricot liquid, maple syrup and lemon 
juice, and pour over chops. Cover tightly 
and simmer 45 minutes or until done 
Arrange chops and apricots on a platter 
and spoon sauce over all.

Hereford Traces Ancestry to Over 65,000 Relatives 


HR Silver Image 70, a champion Hereford bull, carved a personal niche for himself and a 
“first” for his breed in the history of beef cattle and electronics when he trod upon a specially 
constructed switch which set an IBM 1401 “Electronic Brain” into action at the headquarters of 
the American Hereford Association in Kansas City. His action resulted in the electronic tracing 
and compilation of the bull's ancestry back over a period of 80 years to the first officially regis- 
tered American Heretords and the production of a special registry certificate, Number 11777777 
This is the first time in the world’s beef cattle history that an animal's pedigree has been com- 
piled through electronic means, and the IBM 1401 system at the American Hereford Association 
is the first of its kind set up to perform such a function. HR Silver Image 70 was the champion 
bull of the 1961 National Western Stock Show in Denver, where he was purchased by the present 
owner, John Gottfried, Hillcrest Farms, Pocahontas, Iil., from his breeder, Mr. and Mrs. Foy Her- 
schede, Hereford, Ariz., for $30,600. Commemorating the electronic accomplishment, Earl Monahan, 
Hyannis, Nebr., president of the association, presented to Gottfried a bound copy of the bull's 
pedigree containing 820 pages which had been produced originally on a continuous strip of paper 
750 feet lorg. There are 65,534 ancestors in the pedigree. The Heretord is shown above, standing on

Ranch—a Goal Which Means a Bigger Demand 
for Beef, More Profit for the Producer 


OWN through the years the at- 
D tention of the cattle industry has 

been focused on the kind of beef 
most desired by the housewife. 

Her attitude is influenced not only by 
her rising living standards, but by a 
multitude of other factors which include 
constantly improving meat preparation 
techniques, the changing dietary needs 
of her family, and a constant flow of 
information from newspapers, maga- 
zines, etc. 

In recent years much of this informa- 
tion has been directed at keeping the 
fat content in her meals to a minimum, 
and her cost conscious budget has been 
a big influence in her asking for no 
excess fat on the meat she buys over 
the counter. This is borne out by numer- 
ous research studies of recent years. 

One cattleman who is taking a thor- 
ough look at recent research is Matt 
Syler, manager of Willow Springs Ranch 
near Burton. Syler is a Brangus breeder, 
and his goal is to produce the kind of 
cattle which will prove superior both to 
the producer and to the consumer. “This 
is important,” Syler said, “because al- 
though we are looking for ways to 


eliminate excess fat, the housewife still 
wants tender and flavorful meat. She 
likes for the beef to be sufficiently 
marbled to retain its flavor. She does 
not want her meat to be dry and taste- 
less, and the packer buyers realize this.’ 
That basically is why he chose Bran 
gus when he went into the cattle busi 
“I first became impressed with 
these cattle while attending Texas 
A&M,” Syler said. “It seemed to me 
that Brangus had the good doing ability 
of the Brahman, and at the same time 
retained the quality of the Angus. 


ness. 


“The college had one bull in particular 
which I believed had everything I was 
looking for—the size, the ruggedness 
and the vigor to go out and do a good 
job on the range, and the smoothness 
and muscling to ‘kill out’ with a su- 
perior carcass. 

“We started with commercial cattle 
when I was a senior at A&M, but as 
soon as I could breed up to the % Brah 
man and % Angus blood percentage, 
which makes the Brangus, I got into the 
registered business. I already had deter- 
mined that these cattle had the qualities 
I wanted, and being a new breed, it 
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offered me the opportunity to get into 
the business and grow with it despite 
limited capital.” 

Syler registered his first Brangus in 
1953 and now Willow Springs Ranch 
has around 350 cows. He is flattered by 
the fact that many of his neighbors 
also have gone into the Brangus business 
during the past decade, particularly since 
they started using Brangus after observ- 
ing these black polled cattle’s perform- 
ance on Willow Springs Ranch. 

Buyers who come to the ranch tell 
Syler they like Brangus because of their 
growthiness, their tolerance to heat, 
their resistance to pinkeye and their 
ability to put on finish at a weight 
which the packer and housewife will 
accept. Some cattlemen buy Brangus 
bulls to use on their cows because they 
say it helps make their calf crop more 
uniform, both in size and color—which, 
of course, means more money in the pro- 
ducer’s pockets. 

Brangus topped the 4-H and FFA com- 
mercial feeding steer contest in Houston 
both in 1958 and 1959. This is a prac- 
tical contest. The steers are fed in 
groups of three, five or 10 head under 


similar conditions to those of a farm or | 


commercial feed lot. In 1958, the win- 


ning group, a lot of 10 Brangus, was | 
the top selling lot in competition with | 


350 steers of all breeds. They weighed 
around 850 pounds average when they 
sold and dressed 63.4 per cent. 

“This is our primary goal,” says Syler, 
“to produce cattle which will have 


heavier weaning calves and calves with | 


the fleshing which will make the ranch- 
man more money. We naturally want 
our animals to make good gains, but we 


also want them to grade. I do not be- | 


lieve the ultimate size of an animal is 
too important. What the packer is look- 
ing for is cattle which carry finish with 
their gains, and they’ discriminate 


against extremely heavy cattle. If a | 


steer must be fed to 1400 or 1500 pounds 
before he will grade choice, chances are 
he’s losing money.” 

As a breed, Brangus have done par- 


ticularly well in the southwest, and | 


Texas has a strong state Brangus Asso- 


ciation. Syler has been secretary of the | 
association for the last four years, and | 
during that time it has shown a steady | 
growth. It now has 97 members and | 
Tom Allison of Gainesville is president. | 


The state association was organized 
under the rules of the International 
Brangus Breeders Association and its 
primary purpose, as stated in the char- 
ter, is “to promote, foster, encourage and 
improve the breeding and marketing of 
Brangus cattle.” In addition to helping 
buyer and seller get together at home, 
the state association sponsors two an- 
nual sales in Texas, one at Sealy in 
December and one at San Antonio in 
February. 

“We invite you,” says Syler, “to join 
with us and grow with the Brangus 
breed.

‘\ PEAKERS at the annual meeting 
S of Santa Gertrudis Breeders Inter- 
national in San Antonio April 15 
paid tribute to the Santa Gertrudis 
breed cf cattle, praised individual Santa 
and offered sugges- 
tions for continued improvement of the 
breed. 

Executive secretary R. P. Marshall, of 
Kingsville, Texas, said that even though 
Santa Gertrudis, as a new breed, repre- 
sents only a small percentage of the 
total beef cattle numbers in the world, 
the breed and its producers have within 
the last few years gained recognition as 
segment of the beef in- 
dustry. 

He reported that 14,993 Santa Ger- 
trudis were presented to the Association 
for classification and inspection for ex- 
port during the past fiscal year, increas- 
ing the grand total of animals presented 
since late 1951 to 123,999. “Association 
membership is currently 871, highest in 
the organization’s history,” he added. 

Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., president and 
manager of King Ranch, urged Santa

He made the following

“To fix type and improve it requires 
endless observation and study of the 
animals involved and then, finally con- 
centration in the pedigrees of those ani- 
mals whose characteristics are the most 
desirable and most complementary to 
each other,” he explained. “While the 
art of breeding requires intense applica- 
tion to detail, endless study, observation 
and application of a keen artistic sense, 
the rewards are great and I know of 
no task of such consuming and lasting 
interest,” he said.

Then, there are some who would say, 


“Let’s abolish all stock shows and go 
strictly on performance records, and we 
will have the answers for today’s cattle 
producer.” 

There are those who would 
that the answer lies in the official 
day adjusted weaning weight of an ani- 
mal. Some honestly feel that the official 
240-day feed test record will bring forth 
the many answers needed by the cattle- 
men of today. Some feel that the new 
ultrasonic machines, for measurement of 
rib-eye, will be the final answer.

Actually, I would have to answer by 
saying that all of the above statements 
have merit but, no one statement is the 
final answer. Then, one may wonder, if 
the above statements are not the answer, 
“What is the answer for the cattlemen 
of today?” 

First of all, let us consider what is 
bringing about all of these new ideas 
concerning the production of beef. Per- 
haps, at no time, have we faced such

the various meat-producing commodity 
groups, is keen that no 
particular group may rest on past laur- 
els. This dramatic competition has been 
brought about, in the main, by today’s 
housewife. 

The hovsewife of today demands a 
quality product, properly packaged, with 
a minimum of waste and at a price she

can afford. To meet 
competitive basis, the entire beef-cattle 
industry must make some dramatic 
changes in its over-all management and 
breeding programs. 

I would guess that the average com 


mercial cattleman is scratching his head 
and wondering where it will all end and, 
what effect it will have on him and his 
cattle operation. I am sure that it all 
sounds very complicated and confusing 
to many. The ideal situation would be 
a combination of all constructive ideas 
and techniques into one workable, sim- 
plified practice. 

The traditional common meeting 
ground between the commercial cowman 
and the purebred breeder has been the 
fat stock show. This was quite natural

because here, the commercial cowman 
had an opportunity to meet and visit 
with the top breeders of all breeds Also, 
there is no other place where the regis- 
tered breeder could display his cattle 
before so many thousands of people. 
Should this tradition be abolished in 
favor of strictly performance work or, 
could the show ring and performance 
records be brought together for the 
eventual benefit of all cattle producers? 
I say that the two can be brought to- 
gether and that stock shows will 
tinue to be the important meeting ground 
for registered and commercial cattlemen. 

I consider myself a very fortunate 


con- 


man because I had the opportunity of 
being the superintendent of the first 
cattle show ever held where the cattle 


were judged on performance records, as 
well as conformation. This first attempt 
was made at the 1959 Southwestern Ex- 
position and Fat Stock Show when the 
Red Angus breeders were given an op- 
portunity, by the Fort Worth show, to 
judge their cattle as they wished. At 
the time, I was superintendent of the 
Red Angus department. Certainly, I was 
skeptical, and felt that such an attempt 
would be far too complicated and time 
consuming. Mistakes were made, and 
the first show was slow; but now, after 


the third show in Fort Worth, I feel 
that there is a future in this method 
of judging. 

How could cattle be judged in such 


a manner? First, the performance rec- 
ords of the individual cattle p'ayed a 
very vital part in the judging. The fac- 
tors considered in the performance rat- 
ing of the animals were as follows: 
1. The official adjusted 205-day wean- 
ing weight of the animal. 
2. The average daily gain shown on 
an official 240-day feed test.

In several instances, 
animals with a red card on performance 
won their class but were not allowed to 
show for the grand champion honors. 
So, the grand champion was not only 
an animal that was pleasing to the eye 
of the judge on conformation, but was 
also an animal that weaned high, gained 
higher on a feed test, and had a high 
weight per day of age. 





Is this the ultimate answer to cattle 
judging? I would say, “No.” I think the 
Red Angus breeders would also say 
no but, it is an honest effort to combine 
the performance of an animal with con- 
formation in the show ring. New ideas 
will be advanced, added, and I feel quite 
sure that several improvements could be 
made. I would also add this point, I feel 
that in the near future, when the grand 
champion animal is named, everyone will 
know that this animal is truly a grand 
champion from every standpoint and 
an animal that the commercial cowman P 
will want to buy. Red Angus breeders have pioneered in incorporating performance records as part of their

There are also other techniques being 
developed that may well become a part 
of this method of judging. 

I can visualize a grand champion at 
our fat stock shows that is really a 
grand champion ... an animal with a 
high weaning weight, one that can show 
a high daily gain on a feed test, also 
with a larger rib eye and full of red 
meat, not wastey fat. This animal will 
also have good legs, head and other good 
conformation points, as determined by 
a conformation judge. Since all these 
points are heritable characteristics, this 
will be an animal that a man could buy 
with confidence, and carry home with 
the full knowledge that he had truly 
purchased a true and real champion. 

Yes, I think performance in the show 
ring does have a future. It will take 
time, mistakes will be made, the method 
will be ridiculed; but in the end, we 
will see the entire beef industry bene-

Pinkeye in Herd 
HIS IS the time of year when 
many cattle owners run into real 
trouble because of pinkeye. 

This bothersome problem sometimes 
affects only a single cow. Other times 
it sweeps through an entire herd. In 
some cases it stops with a simple irri- 
tation of the eyeball, while in others it 
will cause permanent blindness. 

The important fact is that pinkeye is 
a much more costly problem than most 
farmers and ranchers realize and 
it is time that everyone took a more 
careful look at it, and time that owners 
did more about it. 

The first symptoms, according to the 
American Foundation for Animal Health, 
may include watery eyes and swollen or 


reddened eyelids. The watery discharge 


from the eyes later becomes thickened 
and causes discoloration of the face. As 
the disease progresses, the eyeball may 
become cloudy, the vision then becomes 
impaired. The sick animals show greater 
and greater discomfort, especially when 
they are in sunlight. Finally, in severe 





cases, there can be a complete loss of | 


sight in either one or both eyes. 

The fact that pinkeye doesn’t kill an 
animal has led some producers to con- 
sider it too lightly. Actually, it takes a 
heavy economic toll. Even the mild form 
of the disease can cause a general loss 
of condition and cause a drop of pro- 
duction in dairy cows. Animals which 
become blinded have difficulty in find- 
ing feed or water, and in bad weather 
they have trouble in finding shelter. 
Calves become separated from their 
mothers and cannot nurse. 

Range cattle, when constantly exposed 
to sun, dust, flies and wind are among 
the worst sufferers from this condition. 

What is the cause of pinkeye? There 
is no single or simple answer to this 
question, because the disease can be 
brought on by multiple causes. The im- 


portant thing for the farmer or rancher 


remember that the exact cause 
must be determined in each outbreak 
before any worthwhile corrective meas- 
ures can be taken. It is usually best to 
have a veterinarian examine the animals, 
once the determined the 
right treatment can started. 

Many farmers will be surprised 
this, but poor nutrition is often an 
portant factor in causing pinkeye. 
this category, lack of vitamin A 
play a leading part. 

Sometimes the disease starts with for- 
eign objects in the eye. Wind-blown bits 
of feed or ensilage may lodge in 
eyes, causing irritation and setting the 
stage for pinkeye. At times, beards and 
chaff from straw stacks and from wind- 
blown bedding will act in the same way, 
and cause symptoms similar to acute 
pinkeye infection. 

The real, infective pinkeye can 
caused by one of several infective agents. 
These agents can spread through an 
entire herd with considerable rapidity, 
and they attack cattle in even the best 
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of condition. Some of the resulting eye 
problems can be of great severity. 
There is no simple solution to pink- 
eye. Treatment of each outbreak depends 
on the diagnosis. The American Foun- 
dation for Animal Health says that 
many thousands of dollars are probably 
being wasted in treating this condition 
because of failure to predetermine the 
specific cause of the outbreak. For ex- 
ample, using pinkeye medication on an 
animal which is suffering from vitamin 
A deficiency can be a waste of time 
and money. In fact, using any type of 
medication without knowing for sure 
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which medication is indicated can well 
be a waste of money. 

Should vaccination be used against 
pinkeye? That question, also, is best 
left up to the veterinarian. It depends 
on the infection and also on local cir- 
cumstances. 

One thing is sure . . . while pinkeye 
is a year-round problem, it can be espe- 
cially widespread at this time of year. 
The cattle owner who values his profits 
will be on the watch for it at this sea- 
son, and will want to take prompt action 
if any of his animals begin to show any 
signs of eye trouble.

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Texas Experimental Ranch 
Holds Field Day 


N OVERFLOW crowd of several 
A hundred ranchmen from all over 

Central and West Texas gathered 
at the Texas Experimental Ranch field 
day at Throckmorton on April 10. This 
newly formed operation, with its first 
full year of existence behind it, showed 
the results of good planning and man- 
agement. Bus tours of the divided pas- 
tures, in which and calves had 
wintered at various stocking rates and 
on various rates of supplemental feed- 
ing, brought out favorable com- 
ment from guests. 

Fencing cost studies involving six dif 
ferent types of fences indicated the sus- 
pension fence with posts 100 feet apart 
and with seven twisted-wire stays as 
the most economical and practical fence. 
Quail survey studies and water evapo- 
ration studies are also being conducted 
at the ranch. Brush control is another 
project which is being undertaken here. 

Grazing studies after the first fuil 
year ef operation showed only indica- 
tions toward results, since the past win- 
ter was not considered enough 
for a decisive test. Calf crop percentages 
varied from 85 per heavily 
grazed pastures to 93 per cent on de- 
ferred rotation. Cow weight cor-

Despite important discussions of prob- 
lems affecting public lands, increased 
grazing fees and the threat of govern- 
ment intervention in their business by 
several government departments, _in- 
cluding the Department of Interior, a

said the recent increase in rental fees | 


forced by the state legislature will in- 
crease the cost price squeeze on New 
Mexico cattlemen 

C. W. MeMillan, Denver, executive 
vice-president of the American National 
Cattlemen's Association, warned of the 
danger of imports to the industry and 


said the industry appears to be heading | 


into a period of stability. 

G. W. “Dub” Evans, Magdalena com- 
mercial cattle ranchman, was selected 
Livestock Man of the Year” in a spe- 
cial ceremony during the convention. 
Evans was born in Texas and is a past 
president of the New Mexico Cattle 
Growers Association.

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Bluestem Fasture Leasing 
Slow and Rates Lower 


ELATIVELY SLOW progress in 
R leasing of bluestem pastures and 

somewhat lower lease rates were 
indicated by the April 1 Bluestem Pas- 
ture Survey, according to the Kansas 
Crop and Livestock Reporting Service. 
By April 1, 69 per cent of the available 
acreage had been leased compared with 
only 61 per cent at this time a year 
ago, and the 10-year (1950-59) average 
of 79 per cent. The pasture outlook is 
very favorable, with adequate soil mois- 
ture to start growth of grasses. Stock 
water supplies are also good. Ponds are 
full and streams are running through 
out the area. Very few cattle had moved 


| into the area by April 1 and sizable in 


shipments are not expected until late 
April. 

Most pastures have an abundance of 
old growth which has helped reduce 
spring rain runoff. Wild annual grasses 
are beginning to make some growth, but 
warm weather will be needed to bring 
on the bluestems. The reported condition 
of bluestem pastures on April 1 was 92 
per cent of normal, down one point from 
a year earlier but 10 points above the 
10-year average. 

Per head leasing slightly 
lower than a year ago. Most of the leases 
for aged steers ranged from $17 to $22 
per head for the season, with an average 
of $18.40. This compares with $19.30 a 
year ago and the all-time high of $26.90 
in 1952. Bulk of the leases for cows so 
far this have ranged from $20 
to $25 per head, and averaged $22. Last 
year’s average rate for cows was $23.70 
per head and the all-time high in 1952 
was $28.70 per head. Leases for young 
cattle ranged mostly from $12 to $16, 
with an average of $14.40, or $1 below 
last year. This compares with the 1952 
price of $19.70.

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: The growing season for the spring of 1961 is off to a favorable start 
with normal precipitation for most of the nation. However, spring vegetable production 


is expected to be below last year. 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Now level at 102 per cent of 1957 average for the past four 
months. A gradual increase should be apparent in the next three months. The 1960-61 
recession may be over, but the recovery threatens to slow down again unless the 


government keeps on prodding the economy. 





COST OF LIVING: Remains constant at 127.5 per cent of the 1947-49 average. It has risen 
only .2 of 1 per cent in the last six months. Stability was due to a decline of .4 of l 
per cent in meat prices, eggs, fresh vegetables and dairy products. 





PARITY: Still remains at 80 to 81 and the ratio continues to be a squeeze on the farmer. 


PERSONAL INCOME: Declined in January and February but turned up slightly in March 
and April. 





FAVORABLE: 
1. Pasture conditions are reported to be at the highest level since 1946 and seven per 
cent above the same date of last year. 


2. Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve System shows an increase 
of 1.8 per cent over the past three months compared to the same period of last year. 
This increase is only about one-half of what it should be in a growing economy. 


Livestock prices have been stable this spring and with plenty of feed and good 
pastures stocker-feeder prices should remain favorable until early fall. 


While cattle on feed are up five per cent over April 1 of last year the increase 
is not considered serious but will hold prices down during the summer months. 


UNFAVORABLE: 

1. Hog prices have recently made new 1961 lows, but should firm up this summer. 

2. Turkey prices are currently running about 10 per cent below last year and with a 
prospective increase in production are likely to remain down during the year. 
—- and farm-chicken feed ratios are more favorable to producers than a year 
earlier 


Unemployment near seven per cent of the total civilian labor force continues to be a 
national problem with no near term practical solution yet advanced by the 
Administration. 


5. Retail sales at the department store level continue at about three per cent below 
last year indicating that the consumer has not yet loosened his purse strings. 





COMMENT: There is some merit to the conclusion by some economists that the recession 
has hit bottom. The fact that six of the 12 so called leading indicators (economic 
statistics that usually turn up or down ahead of the figures on general business) have 
improved for two or three months: 

Average hours worked have gone up for three months 

Lay-off rate has fallen for two months 

New orders for durable goods have risen for two months 

Housing starts have risen for three months 

Prices for industrial raw materials have risen for three months 

Common stock prices have risen for six months.
